The drvs have b een making a clean 
sweep at local option elections in New Jersey 
gains were also registered in New York and 
More than 1000 Chicago saloons will b e ou t of b u s in e s s 
at. the end of the fiscal year. 
Los Angeles lias rid itself 
of the saloon, and if any change at all is made in I.os 
Angeles ever again it will b e to throw ou t the wholesale 
hou ses, too. 
The drvs are m arching on. 
The onru sh of the anti- 
saloon movement is sweeping forward to that day when 
the United States will b e ab le to stand u p and say. “The 
task is done.” 
Orange cou nty and Santa \na went dry years ago, 
and the longer they have remained dry the more firmly 
fixed was the conviction that the carrying of prohib ition 
ordinances was the thing to do. 
li w as the tiling to do 
at the time they w ere carried, and there has not b een 
a m inu te since then when those who voted for them 
cou ld honestly say that they regretted voting as they did. 
On the other hand, scores of men who voted in favor 
of keeping the cou nty or the city wet, treely admit that 
they cast m istaken votes. 
As m onth after month and 
year after year u nder dry laws have gone b y, they have 
eu me to realize that in the long ru n the change from wet 
to dry was one of the greatest achievem ents in the his­ 
tory of the cou nty and city. 
In recent years the lide of pu b lic opinion has set 
in strongly toward national prohib ition. 
A dry I nited 
States is inevitab le. 
It is b ou nd to come. 
W hile we b elieve we arc safe in m aking this asser­ 
tion, we mu st not go to sleep at the switch. 
We have 
a part to play, a fight to make, and we mu st see to it 
tiiat ou r du ty is well done. 
The issu e is b efore u s. 
In the coming elections, Cali­ 
fornia mu st carry forw ard the b anner. 
The qu estion of national prohib ition is not to b e 
su b m itted to the voters on a straight yes or no b asis. 
The m easu re b y which the nation is to b e made dry is 
a proposed constitu tional amendm ent, which mu st b e 
ratified b y three-fou rths of the state legislatu res of the 
Union. 
All that California can do ab ou t it, and the 
thing California m u st do and is going to do—is to elect 
a legislatu re that will vote in favor of ratifying the 
national amendment. 
Orange cou nty’s share in seeing tha t the legislatu re 
votes right is to send to ihe legislatu re a man who will 
vote dry and whose ab ility, personality and character will 
b e of decided assistance to the dry forces at the legis­ 
latu re. 
W alter Eden is that man. 
He lias the u ndivided 
b acking of the dry forces of Orange cou nty, and with the 
endorsem ents already given him there is no qu estion as 
to his election. 
S tate Senator Evans of Riverside, who represents 
the senatorial district of which Orange cou nty is a part, 
holds over for another term in the legislatu re. 
He is 
w ith the dry forces, heart and sou l, and as one of the 
strong men of the state senate he is going to b e a fit 
representative of this district in the senate when the 
tim e comes for the line-u p and scrimm age. 
W hile it is tru e that the governor will have no vote 
u pon the national am endm ent, and while it is tru e that 
he cannot veto the act of the legislatu re u pon that m eas­ 
u re, it is of great im portance that the governor b e in 
lu ll sympathy w ith the carrying of the amendment. 
A 
word from him may b e worth many votes in the legis­ 
latu re. 
The power of an adm inistration in carrying or 
b locking legislation is too well known for wasting of 
b reath in argu ment u pon the qu estion as to w hether or 
not the governor and lieu tenant-governor shou ld b e 
pledged to and actively interested in the dry cau se. 
There are going to b e dry m easu res and semi-dry 
m easu res presented u pon the b allot in Novemb er. 
Those 
proposals are for state legislation, b u t it will only b e 
throu gh the election of an assem b lym an and a governor 
and a lieu tenant-governor that we will have a voice in 
the estab lishm ent of national prohib ition. 
As the b anner dry-vote-casting cou nty in the state, 
iti proportion to the vote cast. Orange cou nty is to make 
no m istake in doing the things this fall that will cou nt 
the m qst in the m arching-on m ovem ent of the dry forces 
of America.

Ju dea gave u s the Ten Com m andm ents, the Ser­ 
mon on the Mou nt, and the doctrine tha t as all men are 
equ al in the sight of God, so ou ght all men to b e equ al 
b efore the law. 
We inherited from G reece artistic taste, 
a love of the b eau tifu l, the tru e in art, and the Socratic 
method of reasoning, which shrivels sophistry to noth­ 
ingness. 
From Rome we get ou r concrete logic and the 
theory and practice of ou r legislation.

get the b est of ou r literatu re, the w isest of ou r laws, 
and— 
“The self sam e tongu e 
That Milton wrote, and C hatham spoke, 
And Bu rns and Shakespeare su ng.” 
California has had fires and floods and earthqu akes, 
b u t never pestilence. 
H er people have had m u tations 
of fortu ne, b u t the individu al efforts of every man to get 
on in life have b u ilt u p the aggregate w ealth faster than 
any calam ity or any season of depression cou ld deplete. 
The light of civilization, which originated in the far 
east, after crossing fou r continents in its jou rney of 600(1 
years, reached (he sea which divides u s from “the 
portals of its startin g point.” 
We stand midway b etw een the east and the w est— 
the interpreter b etw een the old and the new, the living 
and the dead. 
The orient and the 
Occident exchange 
iheir produ cts at ou r m arts; not m erely the produ cts of 
loom and forge and soil, b u t the more preciou s produ cts 
of thou ght. 
Hail to the reign of high endeavor. 
We are its 
prophets, its priests, its kings and its b eneficiaries.

over control of steel and pig iron by 
signed pledges from steel producers to 
the effect that they will place the war 
requirements of the country ahead of 
other lines of business. 
The pledges 
were signed by every representative 
of the steel industry who met w ith Mr. 
Replogle recently in New York. 
At 
that time, M r. Replogle pointed out 
specific instances where shells, ships 
and freight cars were delayed by ste». 
shortages and hinted of new m ilitary 
inventions w hich would involve

siderable use of steel. 


The newspaper dispatches also add­ 
ed the absurd information

motor car industry produces 2,000,000 
cars a year which is sufficient to pro­ 
duce 9,000,000 tons of shipping ton­ 
nage, so far as the steel requirem ents 
are concerned.
